It 
speaks the mind of the church very definitely in regard to the importance 
of the oncoming Festival and makes the duty of the church member 
both clear and urgent. Do not let anything interfere with this great 
privilege of the day. Let every communicant attend one or other of the 
celebrations and thus keep the Feast in the church’s way. Easter dawn 
was perhaps the most momentous day our world has ever known. The 
guards were not awakened by the <runch of the stone as it rolled away 
from the tomb-door, yet that stone set going reverberations along the 
corridors of humanity that can never be silenced, telling of hope, of 
victory over death, and of blessed immortality. There is not a heart 
but hungers for the assurance of that message today. Make it your 
own when once again He meets His disciples and makes Himself known 
in the Breaking of Bread on Easter morning. 


The three verses printed opposite were written in 1917 by a soldier 
who enjoyed the peaceful rest in the Upper Room of the first Toc H at 
Poperinghe. “Toc H” stands for Talbot House, and from this chaplain- 
outpost has grown a world-wide organization of young men determined 
to keep alive and foster the gallant spirit of those days and to hold in 
perpetual remembrance the Elder Brethren who gave their lives in the 
conflict. It may interest you to know that there are two Tos. H groups 
in Calgary, one in Hillhurst, and the other in our midst, meeting at the 
Montessori School. Recently I have very happily accepted the invitation 
of this group to be one of their padres and to re-identify myself with 
them in their comradeship and service. Those of you who share with 
me a personal knowledge of their work in England can say nothing too 
strong in approval of their high ideals and ambitions. 


A news report tells us of the serious illness of Archdeacon David- 
son of Regina. We had hoped to have had him as our preacher this 
Wednesday evening. but all of his engagements have been cancelled. I 
am asking today that he be remembered in our prayers at all the 
services, A brilliant preacher and teacher, a sympathetic and effective 
minister and, as the present writer knows so well, a faithful and af- 
fectionate friend: the Archdeacon is one we can ill afford to lose.

NOTES 
To the Parents of the Confirmation Candidates: 


In some churches little books containing the Communion office are 
given to the candidates to commemorate the day of Confirntation. Very 
often they are put aside after a few weeks of use, mislaid, and eventually 
lost. Be that as it may, I feel that it is much more important that each 
boy and girl, beginning the fuller life of the Church, should OWN a 
Prayer Book. I wish the Church could afford to make the presentation, 
but with over fifty in the class the cost makes it impossible. Therefore, 
I am directing this request to you, well in advance of the day of Con- 
firmation. 


Please make a gift of a Prayer Book to your son or daughter, in- 
scribe it as you wish, and then I would suggest that you send it through 
to me that I may ask the Bishop to sign his name in it. I know that 
he will be happy to do so. It need not be an expensive one, but I would 
rezommend a strong binding, that its remembrance may outlive the 
use of years. May I add another suggestion, that within the next week 
this matter be attended to, as I must not leave until the lest minute 
my requests for the Bishop’s signature. If already on some previous 
occasion you have made the gift of a Prayer Book, a Bible would take 
its place this time. I suggest this as a substitute not because it is less 
important than the Prayer Book, but because the Prayer Book is both 
a guide to the life and practice of the Church and, in the Epistles, Gos- 
pels and Psalms, a concentration of the most helpful and vital portions 
of Scripture. This makes it the more fitting Confirmation gift. 


While I am on the subject I wish to direct a few thoughts on the 
Prayer Book to all the members of Christ Church. Do you own one? 
Have you one in your room or do you keep it safely stored away “where 
neither rust nor moth doth corrupt?” And if you do own one, do you 
ever use it? These I fear are questions which might embarrass some 
of our most loyal members. Since the habit of taking a Prayer Book to 
Church has lest its hold, we are apt to think that the home of the 
Prayer Book is the Church rack. We treat it like a book of programmes, 
only to be referred to in public service. 


The home of the Prayer Book is the Home! It should be by every 
bedside, in every library. It can be a wonderful aid to devotion. It is 
an encyclopedia of Church and Christian knowledge. When we realize 
these facts, then the Prayer Book will take its rightful place once again. 
It will be a familiar book, a loved book, a week-day book. And, if we 
at Christ Church can bring that day nearer, we will strengthen the 
whole fabric of our Church, as well as deepen the spiritual quality of 
our own lives. Let this be'a challenge to each one of us! 


We are most cordial in our welcome to Dean Robinson this morning. 
The Dean gives the clergy a happy lead in fostering all friendly relation- 
ships between the parishes, and thereby makes the ministry of the 
Church in Calgary a most agreeable and harmonious task.

After ‘Confirmation (June 1st) we are going to cancel Evensong on 
Sundays for the holiday months. On the first Sunday in September 
this service will be resumed with, I trust, many more added to the 
number of the faithful. Building up the Evensong attendance is a 
strenuous task, so strongly is the “once-a-Sunday” habit established in 
our midst. My ambition is to try and keep the members of the Church 
in our district moving in the right direction, to make the “Nevers” into 
“QOccasionals,” the “Occasionals” into “Oncers,” the “Oncers,” where it 
is at all possible, into “Twicers!” At what stage do you stand? Have 
you explored the possibilities of a further step in the right direction? 


“Is there greater mystery in prayer than in radio? Is one more 
supernatural than the other? Or are they both natural and have we 
simply discovered a little more about the one than the other? ...... 
It is a marvel to me that through all yonder welter of tossing wave and 
howling wind and driving spray and rain, ships far apart are talking 
with one another and with the land..... Is it really any greater 
marvel that in some way, not vastly different, no more supernatural, 
God hears prayer? To many radio was impossible, but now it is every- 
where. We kept trying and seeking until we found it. Why not give 
prayer the same chance? 


“If Radio’s slim fingers

From night and toss it over 
A continent or sea; 

If petalled white notes 

Of a violin 

Are blown across a mountain

If songs like crimson roses

church paper? A devotional periodical? No! they are from an article 
in a trade journal, kindly given to me by a parishioner; and the trade 
journal, may I add, is entirely concerned with steam-fitting and the 
work of valve and boiler making! Sandwiched in between articles on 
and pictures illustrating the engine-rooms of monster hotels, is this 
telling article on “Radio and Prayer.” Do you see how Religion is in- 
vading all the ways of life, how the Man who taught men to pray with 
such assurance and simplicity speaks today above the clang of industry 
and the din of the factory? It brings me encouragement and inspir- 
ation and confirms my conviction that religion is increasingly in the 
work-a-day thoughts of our people. ‘Christ in the olden days taught 
from a boat-pulpit. Today. I think, he would speak to men beside their 
machines and benches and desks, and leave there His spirit and presence 
that can transform any eight hours of work into a “calling;” anv 
labourer into a “minister’”—in the fullest and finest sense of that word!

Without it we buila 
an institution. With it we found an outpost upon earth of the fair

Have you ever heard of Honan? or Kangra? A doubt was ex- 
pressed to me the other day as to whether half a dozen of my parish- 
ioners could answer the above question in the affirmative! Can you? 
Do you know that Honan is the Missionary diocese of Canada in China, 
that Kangra is the district for which we are responsible in India? I 
trust that this is news to no one! But in a new country, full of mis- 
sionary problems of our own. and greatly concerned in the task of 
founding the Church in the West, we are apt to lose touch with the 
wider life of the ‘Church and to think that “Foreign Missions” has no 
place in our busy life. Now, I am not advocating campaigns and col- 
lections for this object. I am seeking rather intelligent interest, sym- 
pathy and prayer-support from YOU in this adventure for Christ into 


the uttermost parts of the world. Do not aecept second-hand opinions 
on the subject of missions. Many condemn. the whole venture because 
some ill-informed persons have drawn a picture of missionaries, full of 
the pity of superiority, trying to make black men into Europeans, and 
otherwise disturbing the simple happiness of the so-called “heathen.” 
Read “The Christ of the Indian Road,” by Stanley Jones! Read “Mother 
India” and the numerous replies to it! Read Mathew’s “Clash of 
Colour”! Read any of the dozens of books coming from the press of 
our day, full of the romance, the success and the common-sense methods 
of modern missions, and form your opinions from first-hand facts. 


And, more practical still, make a point of hearing the first native 
‘Chinese bishop, the Rt. Rev. Philip Lindel Tsen, who ıs to be in Calgary 
over the week-end of November 30th. There will be several opportunities 
given to us to hear him and we shou'd not miss them. 


While we are on th’s subject may I add that the missionary work 
ef our Church would be impossible without the strong support of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. For every $100 our Canadian Church 
spends on Foreign Missions. the Bible Society adds ten dollars that the 
missionary may go forth with bibles to distribute in the language of 
the people. When the representatives of the Bible Society cali on you.

“The Church talks so much and does so little! You claim to care 


deeply for suffering humanity and yet you content yourself with dis- 


cussions .and platitudes, and seldom do you actually try to lift the 
burden of the world’s hunger and agony!” 


You have perhaps heard this criticism thrown at the Church by 
people who deal in blind generalities. I wish I could list the charitable 
institutions that have come to birth within our Church. They encircle 
the globe and minister to people of all colours and shades. They are 


-a living witness to the Good Samaritan spirit which increasingly em- 


powers and moves the Church militant in her social crusade. 


And within these next few weeks the Church of England is to 
add another link to that ever-strengthening chain. “The Anglican 
Mission of Help,” we call it, and it is to be what the, name suggests. 
So far as our resources allow we will give food and shelter to those in 
distress, and minister, as we are able, to families commended to us by 
clergy and church people. Sometimes it may mean shouldering the 
problem ourselves and there will be many, of course, whose claim for 
help may be passed on to the city bureau and to “Sunshine.” 

We expect to have a Church Army officer in charge of the mission, 
and the opening date will be around the middle of November. 


I know the project appeals to you as a practical Christian venture 
in brotherhood. We count on your support in many ways, financially, of 
course, but in other ways as well. Today we read the Bishop’s letter 
commending the mission to your generosity, and next week throughout 
the city Churches the mission envelopes will be brought in, carrying 
we trust messages of comfort and neighbourliness to many in distress. 
And also we are going to ask our Church people to bundle up their 
usable cast-off clothing that it may be collected for our cupboard room 
on Saturday, November the 25th. 


The new organ is expected in Calgary any day now—indeed, it may 
well arrive between the time the Calendar goes to press and Sunday. 
At once the work of installation will be undertaken. Tentatively the 
23rd of this month is being named as the date of dedication and opening. 
Experienced friends tel] me that Christ Church is exceptionally well 
built for organ acoustics, that the sound-waves will cross the chancel, 
proceed through the arch of the chapel, and encircle the nave of the 
Church with excellent effect. I hope you are looking forward to the 
organ with the anticipation that excites all the members of our com- 
mittees. Its opening is going to be a red-letter event in our year’s 
calendar! 


Next Sunday we are going to have an unusual ceremony as part 
of our eleven o’clock service. The two local Toce H groups (Calgary 
and Hillhurst) will attend the service in memory of the Elder Brethren 
who gave their lives in the Great War. and of their own pledge to 
perpetuate in present-day life the unselfish, sacrifical spirit of those 
days of conflict.

Please tell your friends of this special service and 
invite them to participate with us in both its remembrance and high 
resolve. 

Yesterday was All Saints Day. a festival that brings in its train 
consolation for all who have suffered the loss cf dear ones. It witnesses . 
to the fact that thev. although now with the Church Triumphant, still ` 
are one with us in that spiritual domain, the inner and eternal realm, 
whose powerful citizenship conquers death and continues unchanged 
beyond the veil of separation. The day calls us to lift our earthly eyes 
and see, through faith. the encompassing “Cloud of Witness,” those who 
through great tribulation have come to that place where He that sitteth 
on the throne shall dwell among them.

A welcome this morning to the members of the Calgary and Hill- 
hurst groups of Toc H! Last winter I was initiated into their fellow- 
ship, although my interest in and admiration for the movement dates 
back several years. It seems to me that the spirit of Toc H was caught 
directly from One who once laboured at a carpenter’s bench in old 
Nazareth of Galilee. His blessing be with them! 


At Evensong tonight the 1Cth Troop of Boy Scouts, under Scout- 
master F. Leslie Sara, are to hold an Armistice Day Church Parade to 
Christ Church. A colour party of the 2nd Troop will also attend iv 
jein with us in welcoming our neighbour Scouts.

The organ, as you notice, is in the process of construction. It 
arrived in Calgary Monday morning and work was begun on it almost 
immediately. These facts and figures may interest you. Although the 
console will be fully prepared for three manuals, the choir manual is 
not part of the present installation. In the completed organ we will 
have 30 stops and 1.903 pipes. For the present, however, there will be 
only 17 speaking stops, in addition to the usual couplers, with a total 
of! 1,021 pipes. The largest pipe will be of wood. 13 inches thick. Its 
speaking length will be 16 feet and its body 18 inches square. The 
smallest pipe of metal will be 3-16 of an inch in diameter, with § of 
an inch speaking length. A 3 h.p. electric motor will drive the blower 
and belted off the main blower will be a small generator to furnish 
current at about 8 volts for the organ mechanism. Besides being one 
of the most beautiful of modern musical instruments, it is a bewilder- 
ing maze of mechanical devices. You are invited to inspect the work 
of construction at any time during the week. Remember, it is YOUR 
organ—or perhaps you have delayed returning your membership card 
to the Progress Club. The twenty-five cents a Sunday (one dollar a 
month) will seem little indeed when you match it against the weekly 
enjoyment our instrument is going to give you.

I 
fear that it will not allow us to trace closely the marvellous detail that 
is in the original, but at least it will aid us in forming in our minds 
the picture of that memorable occasion when our Lord broke the bread 
and blessed the wine. It is called the “Last” Supper, though in truth 
we might call it the “First” Supper—first of countless millions of His 
suppers at which disciples have found His Presence and shared His 
strength. At Evensong the picture and the event it portrays will be 
the subject of the sermon. Your Christmas Communion on ‘Thursday 
morning needs the preparation that this service will provide. I invite 
you to come with this intention in mind and to make ready with us the 
soul’s guest-room for our Heavenly visitor. 


Twilight Recital, 4.45 p.m. Evensong, 5.15 p.m. 


This morning and on Christmas Day I ask your attention to this 
detail that should make for the reverent conduct of our celebrations 
of the Holy Communion. After making your Communion, return to 
your pew by the side aisles. If you kneel on the left side of altar rail, 
please retire to the nave of the church through the chapel, down the 
side aisle and, if you are seated in the centre aisle, up the centre aisle 
from the back to your seat. If your place at the altar rail is on the 
cther side, please go through the choir vestry and down the aisle on 
that side and around to your seat. This is, as I say, but a detail, yet 
its observance will make for the quiet orderliness of our service. 


I record a very cheering happening of this past week. Several 
have told me that our calendar is regularly sent to friends and relatives 
at a distance, but never has its voyage been so fruitful as in this in- 
stance. A member of: the congregation handed me a one pound note 
which had travelled all the way from Kent in England, marked for the 
Anglican Mission of Help. Our benefactor, so I am told, receives the 
Calendar each week and reads it apparently closely and sympathetically! 
Would that all of our Christ Church people did! In it from week to 
week I write down most of the hopes and appeals of my ministry and 
send it forth with a prayer for its usefulness. May its omissions be 
forgiven and its commissions not unworthy of the Kingdom it attempts 
to extend!

NOTES 


Last month I wrote a note for this column about giving your 
Church an hour out of each Sunday of the holiday months. I men- 
tioned that we would all be the better for mixing a little self-discipline 
and sacrifice with the week-end’s refreshment. Again I make a plea to 
you for the sake of YOUR Church. Many have responded splendily so 
far. Let us continue into July and August as we have begun. If you 
plan a trip for the day, come to the early service at 8 o’clock. The 
other fifteen hours of the day should be ample for the pursuits that 
conflict so seriously with the Church’s life and worship. None of us 
want the return of the old “Blue” Sunday, when the day was kept in 
smothering solemnity, but I do yearn for the “happy medium” which 
we are in constant danger of losing. “First Things First!” And on the 
Lord’s Day we all know what the First Thing should be. May God 
give to our nation the courage and the will-power to prevent the sub- 
stitution of a mere holiday for the Holy Day which is a sacred part of 
our inheritance. Careless living, unbelief, moral laxity, nervous in- 
stability: these are the outcome of godless, churchless, unholy living. 
Without exaggeration I believe that the question as to whether or not 
a hundred years from now historians will be chronicling the “Decline of 
the British Empire” is being decided tcday by the spiritual strength and 
religious anchorage of our generation.
